62ad  Troop  Carrier  Squadron,  3l4th  Troop  Carrier  Orour,  piloted  hj  Captain

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Cn  the  night  of  October  27 > 1952  at  approximately  ltJ55/I  I 
spotted  an  object  on  3 bearing  of  apprnxi:aatoly  16  dogroes  from 
this  station  which  Is  f>eburl-Ya"^  D/F.  Woji  D/F  had  reported  sight- 
ing an  object  shcrtly  before  around  his  vicinity  so  1 took  a pair  of 
binoculars  and  st;.rteU  searching  thi»  sky  In  that  direction.

Upon  plakiag  up  the  light  vlaually,  the  Radar  Obeorver  attamptAd  to 
pick  up  and  lock  on  to  tho  light  ’Ath  the  weapon.  Althoiujh  no  rat'im  waa 
picked  up  b7  the  weapon,  Intarferenca  oppaared  in  the  a“'pr*^xl?T»tn  a'^.liwth 
of  the  light  when  the  Radar  set  was  operated  on  hand  control.  nllot 

reported  this  to  Shlgano  Shine  OCX. 

This  took  place  shortl/  after  take  off  and  slghtl.ng  of  ths  light.  The 
Radar  Cbcenrer  did  nob  ha/e  tine  to  check  the  operation  of  the  set. 


After  the  Pilot  anJ  Radar  Cbservsr  Idontlfled  the  object  'ic  a star, 
the  Radar  Observer  proeeoded  to  check  the  aet*  It  'laa  found  at  this  tine 
that  interference  cou?.d  bo  produced  noving  the  hand  control  rapidly  In 
a snail  area.  This  was  tostod  at  various  elevations  and  aslariths  and  tho 
saae  roaulta  were  obtained  In  all  cases. 


This  rapid  wovenent  was  very  similar  to  the  tactics  used  by  the 
Radar  Observer  In  attempting  to  pick  up  the  unidentified  object.
